As nothing .could bo gamed to 
BClonco by adopting Greenwich, Franco, ho 
said, could not make a sacrifice o£ hor own 
meridian and incur tho vast expense con- 
sequent upon thtt adoption of a now or.o. 


Sir William Thompson, of England, was 


presont as a guest, onfl by Invitation spoko 
in favor of tho Greenwich moridion. He 
argued tiiat 1C was purely a matter of con- 
voulanco, and Groomv"ich answered tho con 
vonionco Of tbo world betwr thon any otiier 
standard meridian. Tho resolution adopting 
tho Greenwich meridian was thou passed— 
twentj-ono nations favoring it, one (San 
Domingo) voting against it, and Franco and 
Brazil abstaining from voting.

The 
n-.ob then turned its attention to thu larger 
hall, where similar scones woro enacted. Sir 
Stafford Nortbcoto and Lord Churchill were 
howled down, and finding it impossible to 
restore order thoy hastily quitted the hull. 
Jinny Conservatives and Liberals were in- 
jured in the numerous brawls that took 
place before tbo police could succeed in clear- 
ing the promises. 


Losuox, Oct. 14.—Tbo morning papers 


contain columns of descriptions o£ the scones 
at tbo Birmingham riot Monday night. Re- 
ferring to tho affair editor! ally,The Telegraph 
says tho men o£ Birmingham havo disgraced 
themselves.

Even the 
ordinary British spirit of fairness was want- 
ing-.
